conversation on 15 June V)!iU, his basic belief that the Federal Republic 
muat remain tied flmly to the West, and that any neutralist policy is 
impossible. He gave no indicstlon that he has changed his views 0 Z~ 
pressed In hie book, "The Incompatible Allies", In which he says that 
in the present situation where the USSR has swallowed up buffer states 
and part of Cemany itself, "the possitdiitles open to Geimsny at the 
time of Bapsllo have, disappeared, and only two altematlvea are open to 
her. She can either seek' security against the Soviet threat by alliance 
with the Western powers, or else she can ally herself with the Soviet 
Union. But in the event of the latter. West Cemany, and ptmbably the 
rest of Europe, would doubtless snare the fate of the East European 
satellites". He stressed repeatedly the theme that. In the years 
following World War X, the a lli ance between Germany and the USSR was' 
one of the blind and the leme, of two powers of relatively ecjual strength; ' 
and that such a power relationship, one of two potters of approxligately 
equal sbrSEsgth or weakness, was a precondition for today' s relations with 


the USSR. 

While ruling out a strong alliance now between the two powers, and 
endoralng fins ties with the West as West Geimany's only possible course 
of action, ho did not elinlnate the posaibillby of some increasing ties 
with the East, He felt that it was natural for West German business 
interests to press for more buBlnoss in the Soviet orbit ("look at What 
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husiness England is oariTing on"), but also emphasised that the 
Soviet orbit was not in a good position to suppl;^ goods in retuni* 

' He pointed out that he had talked to Pflelderer (who had 

worked under him in the German aabaasy in Itoscow) after the recent 
Pflelderer statements on ties with the East. He said that Pflelderer 
had had no idea hew much reaction there would be to his plan to increase 
ties with Moscow, and was coi^dej^Uy embarrassed b7 the exciteaiient 
caused by his suggestions. - - 'said he told. Pflelderer recently 

that' while he (Pflelderer) knew the USSR from person~>1 eocperisnce and 
would not be deceived by many favorable outward appearancee (by "Fotempkln 
viUages"), other German Bundestag deputies or other visitors to the USSR 
might very well be taken in.
